VETOED THREE PENSION BILLS, 


T h e P resid en t’* R easo n* fo r D ec lin in g to 
Sig n th e Sam e. 


W a s h in g t o n City, April 17.—The president 
returned three private pension bills to cong ress 
Monday with vetoes, 
tine of them returned to 
the senate was the claim o f Hannah R. Lang - 
don for a pension 
as the beneficiary of her 
husband, who serv ed six mo nths *nd then re­ 
sig ned on account of 
diarrhcea. 
A pensio n 
was g rant« ! for disability caused by chro nic 
diarrhoea, and he died later of co nsumptio n, 
caused, as his wido w alleges, by the said di­ 
arrhoea. In disappro v ing the bill the presi­ 
dent says: 
“ The claimant’s applicatio n fo ra 
pension was rejected by the pensio n bureau 
on the gro und that the cause o f her hus­ 
band's death was no t sho wn to hav e been 


¡¡o nnected in any degree with the disease o n 
acco unt o f which he w as a pensio ned, o r with 
his military serv ice. 
I am entirely satisfied 
that the determinatio n was co rrect.” 
The o ther senate bill v eto ed was o ne grant­ 
ing a pensio n to Betsy Mansfield, the mo ther 
o f F, J . Mansfield, who enlisted as a priv ate 
in April, 18 01, and w ho died in camp in No ­ 
v ember o f the same year. 
This bill the presi­ 
dent v eto es because the claimant appears no t 
to hav e been dependent in the least degree 
upo n the so ldier at the time o f his death. 
The third bill v eto ed is a ho use bill grant­ 
ing a pensio n to Laura A Wright, the wido w 
o f Charles H. Wright, who was pensio ned fo r 
a gun-sho t wo und receiv ed in the serv ice in 
18 04, and who in 1S64 co mmitted suicide, be­ 
cause, as it is alleged by the plaintiff, o f tem­ 
po rary insanity caused by the pain resulting 


fro m his wo und. 
In dismissing this bill the 
president says: 
“ We hav e within o ur bo rders tho usands o f 
wido ws liv ing in po v erty, and so me o f them in 
need, who se dead husbands fo ug ht brav ely and 
well in defense o f the g o v ernment, but who se 
deaths were no t o ccasio ned by any incident o f 
military serv ice. 
In tho se eases the wife's lo ng 
v igil at the bed o f disease, the po v erty that came 
befo re the death, and the distressing do ubt and 
uncertainty which darkened the future, hav e no t 
secured to such wido ws the aid o f o ur pensio n 
laws. 
With tho se in sig ht, the bo unty o f the g o v ­ 
ernment |nay witho ut injustice be withheld fro m 
o ne who se so ldier husband receiv ed a pensio n fo r 
nearly tw enty years, tho ug h all that time able to 
labo r, and who , hav ing reached a stag e o f co m ­ 
fo rtable liv ing, made his wife a wido w by destro y­ 
ing his o wn life.

The color of these boreal blossoms are 
gen erally of the cold tin ts, as if in har­ 
mon y with the chilly surroun d in gs, in ­ 
stead of the warm hues that would break 
in upon tho d esolation with d ouble etfect 
by sheer con trast where so few cheerin g 
sights are to l» e seen . 
"White an d light 
yellow pred omin ate, an d those colors 
acorn associated with frosts an d cold 
weather, for ii appears that those flowers 
we call “ everlastin gs,1’ an d which are 
the lon gest to d efy the luppin gs of the 
coin in g win ter weather, are mostly tin ted 
like the n orthern sn ows an d yellow 
n orthern lights.

It is hard ly to Ik* expected that an y 
useful or cultivated plan ts should be 
foun d within the limits of the frigid 
zon es, an il yet both are kn own in this 
un expected locality. 
There is the scurvy 
grass, a rough cruciferous plan t that is 
famous for d ie good it lias d on e amon g 
explorers in that rough clime in con ten d ­ 
in g with the terrible d isease which has 
given it its d istin ctive n ame. 
Barley is 
grown in good crops as high as Altcn , in 
Norway, in latitud e 70 d egs. n orth, or 
about 250 miles alxrve the Arctic circle. 
It is Jun e, July an d August in growin g, 
an d the rapid ity of this polar growth 
un d er a n ever settin g sun may he plain ly 
shown by statin g that these barley stalks 
have lH*en kn own to grow two an d a half 
in ches in twen ty-four hours. 
Where the 
heat is held by little valleys this Nor­ 
wegian barley may, in favorable season s, 
be read y uS cut in about two mon ths 
after sowin g; an d thus two crops seemed 
in on e summer; just as Californ ia brags 
of its two crops of certain growths in on e 
season . But what would Californ ia thin k 
of bleak Norway as a competitor in rais­ 
in g th n e crops oil the same piece of 
groun d in on e year? 
There is a trad ition 
in the provin ce of Thelein arken - the 
place from w hen ce comes the celebrated 
sn ow-shoe men of Norway- -that a certain 
farm kn own as the Triset gets the first 
syllable, tri (three), from the three crops 
on ce leaped on the lan d in on e season .

If was late in the Fourteen th cen tury 
when the first evid en ces of art in the 
shape of silver ceps were n oticeable on 
the buffet. 
The d ishes were mad e of 
{» ewter or wood an d spoon s of I » on e, 
wood or silver. 
Kn ives were rare, an d 
on that accoun t guests in vited to feasts 
carried their own kn ives. 
Forks came in 
gen eral usa still later, an d for lon g years 
after their in trod uction they were con ­ 
sid ered rid iculous affectation aiyi foppery, 
an d not 
n early so con ven ien t a s on e's 
own fin gers. 
The lord an d his lad y 
ilif.-ped their lin gers in to the same plate 
an d sipped their win e from thesn meeup. 
Even the queen ly Elizabeth, with all her 
elaliorate id eas of etiquette, w as con ten t 
to carry her food to her mouth with her 
fin gers, an d at first d espised the n ewly 
in ven ted forks as un seemly an d aw k­ 
ward . 
Very grad ually the d in in g hall grew 
in comfort an d splen d or. 
Fishes of gold 
an d silv er were mad e, an d so eager were 
the n obles for them that they would sac­ 
rifice an ythin g to possess them. 
The 
saltcellar was for a lon g time the article 
of highest importan ce on the board . 
It 
was a great aifair, an d it stood d irectly 
in the cen ter of the table; it was the d i- 
\ id in g lin e; the n obles were seated above 
tin * salt, the common ers below; hen ce 
grew the proverb, “ Below the salt,” The 
passin g of salt was a ceremon ious custom, 
the guest throw in g a pin ch over id s left 
should er an d murmurin g a blessin g. 
The saltcellars w ere of the most curi­ 
ous d evice. 
Sometimes they represen ted 
huge an imals, sometimes a great, full 
blown flower, or a lon g, slen d er stem, 
an d again they were in slmpeof a chariot, 
moun ted on four wheels, on which they 
were easily run d own the table. 
The first glass cups came from Ven ice 
d urin g the sixteen th cen tury, an d from 
that time on society began to lose man y 
of its primitive ways, an d became, in a 
sen se, more refin ed 
Hen ry Y llt was born with luxurious 
tastes. 
He had his ban quet chairs sup­ 
plied with velvet cushion s, an d about 
this time the parlor or “ talkin g room," 
as it was called , was in trod uced , an d 
here it was tlm 
the d ames took refuge 
when the d in n er had ad van ced beyon d 
prud en t limits, as it in variably d id before 
the fin ish. 
The cook that presid ed over the kitchen 
in those d ays was n ot the coun terpart of 
our Nin eteen th cen tury Brid get, but he 
was an artist, an d gen erally a man of 
quality. 
The lad ies of the household , 
even those of n oble birth, atten d ed to 
man y d omestic d uties, jn akiugL the
